Sa paity we Lave been gradually losing our Influence and
hold upon the public estimation and favor, by selection?
to office of men who, in too many instances, were wholly
destitute of character, ability or bonesiy. It is here
acncorssary to individualize tbo many instances of out
rage and frauds whlcn these men have committed upon a
too credulous community, and which they are daily com.
sitting, in defiance of law or popular seutiiuent. Iu fi.it,
there is scarcely a department ot tbe city government
k> which these men am not to be found eng igud in hourly
consultation upon trosh schemes fur the further perpetrationof frauds and crimes upon tne community. It

,, d*ts cot render less accessary prompt action on our part,
to be assured that a large portion of those delinquents aro
(embers of tue republican party; it is enough to know

that tbe democratic party have added to tbo number of
tbo*e public plunders, by putting into places of trust mon
who are wholly destitute 01 character and mora) principle,as their acts have shown. Leaving tho republican
party to act for lUeif, It is our duty to lako such public
action in tne prt mifts as will free us, as a liarty, from all
farther oensure or reproach. And it is especially our
daty that wo should compel t'io adoption of measures calculatedU> gaiu tbo public confidenco and support; an
thus rc es-ui'lihU in power iho great and hitherto uuccesstuldemocratic party oi this city.

Mr. Connkr expressed tbe bope that tbo committees
would meet at an early day aod facilitate the objects for
which they bad been appointed, and thereupon the meetingadjourned.

The Twelfth Regiment.
So ranch baa been (aid through the newspaper* against

the consolidation of tbe Tenth and Twelltb regiments, that
we deem it fair to give the other aide a hearing.
We arc assured, from a reliable source, that tbe statementsin tbe following article from tbe Journal, of tbe

inspection returns of the Twelfth regiment, <n October,
1857, and October, 1858, are correct.

If so, tbe consolidation or disbanding of the Twelfth was
a measure both just and nocessary:.
Wo learn that the Tenth and Twelfth regiments were

consolidated (or the purpose of increasing tbe effectiveness
of the troops of the First division, and more especially
that portion of tbem comprising tbe Fourth brigade.

Tbls brigade was composed of four regiments, namety :
the Tenth, Eleventh, Twelfth aod Sixty-ninth.
The Tenth and Twelfth were email and inelfectlvo regiments,tbe latter not comprising members sufficient to

warrant a legal existence. By combining them, one
substantial and reliable regiment would result, and one
regimental organization would be dispensed with, thereby
increasing Just so much the quota of tbe commutation fund
apportioned to each of the remaining effective regiments
of the division.
There reasons, we think, fully justified the Commanderin-Chief In directing the consolidation urged by the

commanding generals of the division and brigade; and if
our militia, which jearly costs tbe State so much money,
be really romethlng else than a show affair, the order of
consolidation should he enforced and obeyed. If, on the
contrary, however, It be intended on tbe part of those
who comprise tbe force that it shall subserve a purposeother ihan the military one required by the law,
why not at once repeal this law, and enact another more
congenial to their tastes?

In our populous cities and couutles a well regulated
militia is doubtless a safeguard,but an armed sad Irresponsibleforce Is no lees a nuisance than it is dangerous
to the liberties of the people. In fact, If the militia can
not be maintained u)ion strict military principles, it bad
better bo abolished, and th i various arsenals and armorieserected during the past year had better bo sold and
the proceeds put back into tbe treasury of the State.

T1 Twelfth regiment certainly mode a Hue display In
this city on Thursday last; but upon an examination of
the inspection returns for the years 1857 and 1858, it will
be found difficult to believe that this regiment bad not
temporary accessions to its ranksItshould be remembered that great offort is male to
swell a regiment to its utmost limit on the occasion of its
annual inspection, because its military standing among the
regiments of the Slate is tbero graduated; and especially
is this tboca«e whore tbe regiment is a small one. for the
reason that companies Inspecting short of thirty tffo noncommissionedofllcera and privates are liable to be dinbanned.What, then, was tbo condition of tho Twelfth
regiment at tho annual inspections of the Ust two yearn/
At the Inspection in the month of October, 1857, there

were present for this regiment.
19 officers,
8 noa commissioned stotf offiners,

34 Don commissioned officers of companies,
98 pr vatcs,

And in all six companies, averaging only twenty-two noncommissionedofficers and privates per company, being
ten per company below the legal standard.
At the inspection in the month of October, 1858, there

were present
20 ofiiccrs,
3 con commissioned stall'officers,

35 non commissioned officers of companies,
87 private*,

And in all seven companies, averaging a little wore
then seventeen non-commissioned olllcersaud privates per
company, being nearly fifteen per eomi>aiip below the
leg:il standard; and yet, notwithstanding these facte, this
regiment has recently appeared in this city an ''oxrnrsioD,"numbering, it is said, over two hundred and
flfty men.

line or tho railroad, aa well as the course of tlie
proposed bridge, had already been driven, and everything
was in readlneBB for the commencement of the work.
The soldieis and native laborer* having been ranged in

double tile on both sues of the road, we took up our sta
lion at tbe top of the bank, when Mr. Hldull, advancing a
little in front of the Governor and tbo other invite! guests,
delivered a brief and appropriate address, of which I can
here give but an impet feet aketcD:.

The work which we are about to commenco, Mr. S.

said, is one naught with ouch important consequences,
and one dis'.iutxl u> exorcise such a benidcem mllunno'
over the ftMN, not only of tne two Bitter republic* Of thu
United Stales and Mexico, but also, in a measure, of the
world at large, that its value and importance can hardly
be overestimated. Tbe undertaking which, la our bumble
way, we are now initiating, and which, with the
biasing of Pruvlrtence, we hope to carry out to aBuooes*
ui issue, is one of (trout dilllculty and labor, roouiring tbe
outlay or a large capital and calling for the display of tbe
highest powers of science. It is another gVtp forward in
the march of civilisation upon this continent.another
link auded to tbe golden chain which Is to bind together
the scattered members of the great human brotherhood.
Experience has shown uu that when men arc kept apart,
whether by impassable mountains, or desert plains, or
tempestuous oceans, they aro liable to form mis'a'ien
ideas, and te entertain unlouuded prejudices against each
other; but when once brought together, whetacr for the
purposes of commerce or of social Intercourse, they soon
leain to diftcard such narrow and mistaken notions, aud
to cultivate a friendly feeling towards tho good men of
other countries and of other races. This work has brought
us here together from widely distant places.Irom
the United States, from France, from England,
from Germany.for tho purpose of co-operating Ih
the opening of a new, a sh«rt, safe and pieasint
avenue to tbo various nations ana races who dwell
upon the l'acilic borders and upon tho shores of
the Atluiitic. Through and by this new route the inhabitantsof the North, and of the South, of the East, and of
the Weft, tbe Kuroi>ean and the Asiatic, tho American
uQil the Mexican, the Chilean, tbo Peruvian, tbe Sandwich
Isluuder, the llaluy, the Chinaman and the Australian
win come together and become better acquainted #ith
eaob other. When this railroad shall bo completed, tbe
distanoe between the Atlantic and tho l'acilic will be
crossed in six hours, and in some coses in four, without
inconvenience and without danger, through a most beauti
fill, fertile and salubrious region. This is, tbon, a work in
whicb all sre Interested.foreigners, an well as Mexicans
and Americans. Beloro the completion of tho work
which we aie now beginning under the noondav solendor
of a vortical sun, there may, ami mast he, snmu dark
liouvri. Tfccre may be obstacles lo encounter 1'rom which
even bold men might shrink; but let us hope for strength
to surmount tbein, and trust that every gloomy doubt
may, like our own shadows at thin hour, be cist beneath
our teet. And as such an undertaking cannot he carried
Bucccnfuliy through without tile protection and blessing
of Utaven, I now call upou oar respected gjest, the Rev.
Father Maui icio Lopez, to invoko the divine benodictioa
upon thik tu-j beginning of the work upon tho railroad o
the Jjouiaiaua lehuiuitepec Company.
The Rev. lather Maurlclo liupez, a very intelligent

All tho influencewhich be could wield would be exercised in it
lavor. and he would lose no opportunity of impressing

they all did in succession, amidst deafening cheers for the
Tebuuiitcptc Company; and the native laborers then tell
at oncc to work ood commenced their day's task.

The toldiers were then drawn up to lire a salute, and

Governor l)iaz, a remarkably tine, Intelligent and good
looking young man, of about twenty-five, come forward
and made a moft loquent and impressive address to the
Mexicans who bad Witnessed the oremony. "An appeal
had been made to tbcm," he said, "to assist in the m>vu
guration oi this work; Jointly with the directors, they had

the cotnpuiij.by keeping the road free from molestation,
and by aeUnmng it. if necessary, at the cost or their blood
and at the per!) of their lives. As a native of tho Mexican
republic, and one devoted to her ttua laicrests, which
oould only be promoted by the ascendency of liberal ideas,
be looked upon this enterprise as a bletsing t J his conn
try. The republic or tho United Ktites bo considered as
an cider sister or that of Mexico, having preceded her in
the path or progress and or republicanism, and having
with her a community or principles. The political institutionsof Mexico had been rormcd upon tho model of those
of the United StfcUs, and nothing but good could result to
ihtm from a closer intercourse with its citizens. He,therefore, exiled upon them as Mexicans, as liberals, as

A TOTAL LOSS.HAMES OP THE LOST.
[Prom tbe Cincinnati Gazette, March 30 ]

On Monday evening last, about 8 o'clock, the ntf-awer*
Nathaniel Holmes, bound from 1'iltsburg for St. l/)uis, and
the David Glbetn, from Now Orleans lor Cincinnati, came
in collision a short distance below Petersburg, Ky., an 1
two miles nbuve and in sight of Aurora, with gucn force
as to sink tbe former Instantly, and the hitter in a few
mlinites.
